— Jockey Walter Miller began 
this «lay, tin* eighteenth annivtusary of his Tdrth, 
iMioyaiit witii hope tliat a ehangt* w«mld <‘om«‘ in his 
hiek, wliieh iiad l»een none <»f the West lV*r two or 
thrts* days, only to wind up the afterno«>u with 
sus|K‘nsi(»n for <nie w«*ek and a line of .8IIUO ass»»ssed 
against him. 

Miller's trouhh* was due to a d<nible barrelled 
:ie« ident in the closing race at <lraves<“nd, two b<»ys 
l»cing thrown from tlie ba«'ks of iheir mounts bc»*aus«> 
of crowding «»u tin* lirst turn. 'Hie stewards be- 
lieved Miller to 1 h> resiHUisible fi>r the crowding and 
punished him accordingly. 

Miller had the nionnt on llrother Thomas, whieh 
was backed from 4 to 1 !(► 9 to ."i, l»eing one i>f tin* 
supposed g«MHl things of the ilay. He bad the 
eleventh p«»sition at tin* jmst in a lield of thirteen 
and in his hurry to get an atlvantag^HUis position 
on the first turn, cut rather .sharply a«‘ross in front 
In the general mix-up that followed Swain was 
thrown fnmi the l»ack of Willdo in front of the 
judges’ stand, while thirty yards further oti W. 
Doyle was uns<‘ated from Helen Thomas. 

Both Ijoys fell in the middle the bunch of 
horses and it s<*enied as if they couhl Hot escape 
serious injury. To the onlookers it appeared that 
Itoyle was struck two or three times, but the field 
Inoi hardly swept by l>efore he was on his feet, 
but he had to be assisted to the hospital in the 
grounds. Swain was carrie<l in. Dr. Hoxsie, the 
club physi<*ian, made a close examination of both 
l»oy.s and announced that neither was seriously hurt, 
unless some ctmijdication that coiild not then be 
foretohl should devehni. There were no l>ones 
broken and the Im*js after recovering from a dazed 
condition, were all right excei»t for a few bruises. 

Dan Buhre, the favorite, won the race, and 
Brother Thomas finishetl second, but w'as disquall- 
fuMl. second money gfdng to Bright Biry an<l third 
money to Ambush. Though the crowding and cn>ss- 
ing iiappened right under the eyes of the stew- 
anis. Miller claims that S(*oville, who was riding 
lYee Trader on the outside, was resiM^nsible. ' 

This is the third time this year that .Miller has 
been susfMMided for one week, the sixth time he 
has had his nunint disqualified for foul and the 
sei’ond time he has bt*en fined $2tM>. His first sus- 
)>ension came at Oakland January S. w’hen I^doman 
was disqualified. At th« same track February 0 

h<‘ r<Mle foul on Grace <4.. for which he was fined 

after the filly had lK‘en disqualified. .\t 

Henning March .TO he was sus|>ended for one week. 
He had the mount on Billie Hilibs in the Dinner 
Stakes and that c<dt was disqualified for foul 
.after running a <le;nl heat wMth Hmi <!ole. When 

Hogiim was set back at Oakland February 1. Miller 
got off w’ith a reprimand and w'hen Tommy Waddell 
was dis«|unlified at P.elnnmt Park May 27, he was 
fined 

In fhe third race Guy Burns w'as throwMi from 
Sailor Boy at the first turn as a result of interfer- 
ence, but was not hurt. The many aciddents at 
Graves«*nd emphasizes the fact that the course is 
loo antiquated for mmlern racing. Ra«*es at one 
mile ami s«‘venty yanls should at any rate l»e dis- 
continued. the run to the first turn lieing so short 
that a l»oy on the outside must take chances or be 
<-arried very wiile. losing a lot of ground. 

With only tlie .May Selling Stakes for a feature, 
the racing tCHlay was not particularly high class. 
>mt it resulted favorably for the public, f«>ur favor- 
ites w’inning. The finish in the first race w’as ex- 
citing. Golden West. R<»bln Hoo<l and Gambriuus 
being noses apart. Tileing won the third race 
from Masaniello. and Barbary Belle’s margin over 
Belcast in the -May Stakes was a neck. 



Louisville. Ky.. June 7, — Because of the heavy 
rain this morning the track at Churchill Downs 
was in bad cimdltion for racing this afternoon 
and in consetpience there were numerous with- 
drawals. Favorites won four of the six race.s. 
Dunvegan was much the best in the opening race. 
Lillie Turner found the track exactly to her liking 
and won the third rai-e after the manner of her 
best form as a two-year-old. Itookmakers Alvey. 
Fontelieu and Cook, who are leading the operations 
in tlie ring, took lil)erties with this filly in laying 
a show price, believing that she was not fit.

There is a belief among horsemen that IMantland 
is a lad ter horse than was .Tohn L. Iiiglis. He 
is reported to have worked a mile in 1 dHt. He 
is entered in the Queen City Hamlicap at Latonia 
and Ids light imi»ost gives him a royal <hance in 
that race.

GLASS DOLL WINS THE OAKS STAKES. 

Second Victory for Mr. Joel In England’s 
Great Race for Three-Year-Old Fillies. 



I»ndon, June 7.— J. B. Jo«d’s Glass Doll won the 
one hundred ami twenty-ninth renewal of the Oaks 
at Epsom iHoviis this afternoon, ilefeating W. Bass' 
Laomedia by half a length in a driving finish. 
Lord Duma veil’s laidy Hasty was third. Eleven 
others ran. The distance was about one mile and 
n half and the stakes were $2T..OOO. The odds 
sigainst the winner were 2T> to 1. Laomedia was 
10 to 1 and i.ady Hasty was w<dl supiiorted at 
]O0 to 14, Lady Hasty led until the beginning of 
the last ipiarter <»f a mile, where Laommlia forged 
10 the front, but succumlMMi to the (diallenge of 
Glass l>oll ab<mt seventy-five yards from home. 

(Hass Doll is a bay filly by Isinglass out of Fofa, 
l»y Hampton, and slie out of Photina by Uncas, 
(Has.s IK>11 was bre<l by .Mr. J<*el and is trained 
liy .Morton. Her sire won the Derby in ISft.’l, and 
Ibis is his second daughter to win the Oaks, the 
other being Col. W. Hall Walker’s Cherry Lass in 
190.7. Fota was two seasons on fhe turf, but slie 
never w’on a raw. This is the second time -Mr. 
Jotd’s wlors have been carritsl to victory in the 
Oaks, his Our Lassie having won the famous race 
for three-year-ohl fillies in 190:J. 

The victory of Orby in the Derby and Mr. Cro- 
Uer’s intentions as to the future racing of the colt 
is still a topic, and. following the suggestion of the 
Slwrtsman that Orby be matched with Polar Star, 
winner of his first thirteen races, there was much 
discussion at Epsom Downs tmlay as to the prob- 
able outcome of such a contest. While Orby is 
now’ recognized as an animal of the highest quality 
4)y the majority of sporting men, there Is much 
•limbt as to his ability to beat Polar Star. If 
.Johnny Reiff’s opinion of the horses that ran in 
*4he Derby can be taken as a standard Orby would 
have none the best of it In a race against Polar 
*^far “They are a bad lot,” said Relff of the 
Derbv horses. “Orby could hardly crawl at the 
finish We think the French three-year-olds very 
mmlerate. but they are a long w’ay better than 
these. If Mordant, which won the French Derby 
last Sunday, bad run here he would have won hands 

* ^Tn” talking of his colt Mr. Croker gives him the 
character of greatness which so few horses pos- 
«ess He said: ‘‘Orby is a grand horse and Is so 

gi'iitle In Ireland that children rhle him. but In a 
race he seems to have fhe instinct that he must 
lieat the other horses, and thus far he has not 
failed I am proud to have sdiow’n them here 
that I can breed and train In Ireland a \ylunei 
of their greatest race. In my opinion. Otby is not 
at the top of hla form yet. He Is an Improving 
tiorse; the best Judges at Epsom acknowledged that 
1 have not decided to run him in the Royal Hunt 
Cup at Aacot June 19 with 127 pounds weight the 
liandicapper has pnt on him, but I certainly shall 
run him in the Irish Derby at Curragb June 26.’*

Oakland, Cal., June 7,— The grey mare, Ethel Day 
w’on the handicap at six and a half furlongs in 
easy fashion at the local track to-day. Lisaro, tlie 
heavily bucked favorite, finished a lieaten off last 
after a fe<ble attempt at pacemaking. It appears 
that “Lucky” Baldwin’s $2.7, (XW) horse— this is the 
price named by the aged owner to a prospective 
purchaser recently — had an excuse for his short- 
i-oinings on this occasion.
